Legal Notes, 

The law presumes that a promissory note was 
executed on the day it bears date, and this pre- 
sumption will prevail until it is overcome by 
proof, in the opinion of the Supreme Court of 
Illinois Knisely vs. Sampson, decided

One partner borrowed $2,000 from A, and gave 
him security for the loan receipted bill 
parcels for 500 tons of coal, from a quantity in 
bulk, which belonged to the firm.
